LIFE IN JERUSALEM.

Hiw Lydi» M. von Ftatolsteln, a native 


of the city of Jerusalem, occupied the morn- 
ing hour at the Grant Placa Methodist 
church in describing the social condition of 
the women of tho Holy Land. Hiss Finkel- 
itein'* father, a Russian merchant, fled tho 
perwcnticns of his native land forty-Bvc 
yean ago, locating ia Jerusalem, where the 
•peaker was ben and lived up to six years 
ago, when she and her family came to this 
country. Her father was the first European 
•ettler in the holy city and carried thither 
the first stock of European merchandise. 
"Tie people of Palestine," sfce said, "live 


much the earne that they did during the pe- 
riod of Bible history. 
Their customs and 
drai are the game, and life in Jerusalem to- 
day bears witaea to the truth of many in- 
cident! of the Bible which skeptics can not 
understand. The women are divided into 
three classes—the Bedouin women, who are 
the Isbmaelites such as were Sarah and 
Rachel of holy writ; the rural housewives, 
the descendant* of Ruth and Mary; and the 
city class, the daughters of the Moslem 
Christian and Jew. All of these classes are 
ignorant, few being able to read. 
The 


Bedouin women are more independent, and 
are sometimes Consulted by their husbands 
in weighty matters. Some of the men en- 
courage tho independence of their wives, 
because they think their sons cannot be 
great warriors if the mothers am timid. 


"The Moslem girl of 12 is old enough to 


marry the man selected by her mother and 
sisters, who do her courting. ,Sha can sea 
only her husband and his brothers or uncles, 
and is continually surrounded by relatives- 
la-lew. The wives of the lower classes are 
mera drudges. The .Moslem mothers do not 
encourage tenderness or love on the part of 
their husbands. Sentiment is regarded as 
weakness, and they bid their boys be men. 
Every man is brought up to think that 
woman is nobody but some other man's sis- 
ter. The Christian women—that is, the 
women of the Latin and Greek churches- 
live much the same as the Moslem women. 
The girls keep the f easts ani fasts regularly. 
Christianity is only a name to them. 


"Among the Jews woman is recognized as 


only a partly developed being, whosa soul is 
saved through her husband. Those who 
marry the Talmudists or learned men be- 
lieve that a place is reserved in heaven for 
them. The Talmudista are lazy and their 
wives support them. They go about the 
streets in a meditative mood and with up- 
turned eyes, Some of the rich Jewish mer- 
chants select these poor theologians for hus- 
bands for their daughters so that they may 
be assured a seat in heaven. The identity 
of the Jewish wife is established in heaven 
only when she has given birth to a son. The 
widow, alone of Oriental women, does as 
she pleases, goes where she will, gossips, and 
transacts business without scandal or dan- 
ger of any attack being made on her reputa- 
tion." 


On the Hotel Piazza.

The typical hotel piazza child is a girl, 


though boys are often found in the same 
habitat But there seems to be something 
in the nature of the boy that preserves him 
from the tender mercies of his fond mother.

She may play, indeed, in dry sand on the 
beach, or on clean grass in the court-yard. 
But she is not to get dirty or sunburned, or 
forget that she is a little lady. Much of her 
time, therefore, must be spent on the hotel 
plaxza with b«r overdressed companions, to 
the ilVconcealed dismay of the matrons as- 
sembled.

brought thither, after a week of this life she 
begins to pose, to wonder what people are 
thinking of her frock, or her bang, or her 
mother's embroidery. 
She plays at the 


spectators, and talks to them, and hence- 
forth lives behind the foot-lights.

•mirk* and giggle*, and eats what she pre- 
fers, and gives her own order to the waiter. 


She }s usually very graceful, 
dances 


Aarmingly, and is pretty, until she speaks, 
thi* mature little creature. But voice, tone, 
matter, are ail poor and common, because 
simplicity, sincerity, and an intellectual im- 
pulse are alike wanting. The puppet is 
blind to the wonderful world about her. She 
tiSs lost the unconsciousness of childhood, 
which makes its very blunders and inexperi- 
ence charming, and its very awkwardness 
graceful. She is part of a mean existence, 
asd bet speech betrayeth her. She is noisy, 
vulgar, forever restless, forever in the way, 
a tgment to herself and neighbors.

The gravel that we grind beneath our feet 


in o«r daily peregrinations, some heavy 
pasteboard or thin pine or poplar strips, a 


-^due-pot and a sharp knife, together with an 


eye for tasty arrangement, are the material 
necesctry for indulging in the new folly—if 
. such it may be ' properly called. The first 


•nential is a collection of pretty pebbles, 
ranging in size from a pinbead to a hickory- 
nut, and gravel-pita, sidewalks and streams 
are daily searched by little brothers, and 
even by the laeUes themselves, for desirable 
specimens. The falls are a favorite resort 
.for them pebble-hunters, and almost any 
,fpleas»nt day one can see individuals or 


•mall parties busily engaged in the work of 
collection. The clear, pearly pebbles, those 
of marked colors, variegated ones and all 
that are curiously formed, are eagerly 


* sought for, and when once found tumbled 


into a convenient pocket or casket, until a 
good assortment is obtained, the searcher is 
ready for another step in her fancy work. 


From the pasteboard or wood designs are 


cut—stars, crescents, crosses, harps, crown*, 
hearts, anchors, and a score of others, the 
more curious and neat the better. The gin* 
ii then softened and spread over the face of 
the design which is kept lying on a warm 
•tore or in the sun to keep the glue from 
hardening until tb* pebblei have ban 


placed thereon. The larger pebbles am than 
arranged in the prettiest manner possible 
until the face of the design has been cov- 
ered as closely as possible, then over the 
whole the tiny stones are sprinkled at ran- 
dom, filling in the interstices and hiding 
those portions of the glued surface of the 
designs which the larger stones have f aMed 
to cover. 


The design is then laid in a cool place un- 


til the glue has become thoroughly hard- 
ened, when it is in verted and the loose peb- 
bles allowed to drop off, to take their 
chances of sticking in the bare places on 
come other design. 


When completed these trinkets make as 


pretty ornaments as one could well wish to 
see, and no parlor is too rich to be graced by 
them. The ornaments, of course, must be 
of fairly good size to admit of a pretty ar- 
rangement o( the pebbles, and will range all 
the way from three inches to a foot in length, 
diameter or circumference, as the case may 
be. Beside the designs for ornaments, very 
handsome paper-weights, match-boxes and 
other things can be made, and a common 
cigar-box can be covered with stones in the 
manner named, then handsomely liuod, and 
become transformed into a neat receptacle 
for handkerchiefs, gloves, sewing material 
or other small articles as any could wish to

To be sure, wealth 
cannot be won here, but a moderate income 
sufficient for current needs, is certain to all 
faithful and efficient workers.

Resolutions Passed in His Honor By 


Honolulu Americans.

SIN FniHciBCo, September 28,-Hono- 


Inln papers received by the steamer Ala- 
meda, to-day, note the arrival there ol Ad- 
miral L. A. Kimberly from Samoa on the 
20th. A committee of American residents 
went aboard the steamer as ibe entered the 
harbor and welcomed the Admisral. 
The 


latter ordered his flag raised on the U. S. 
steamer Alert, which was lying in the har- 
bor, and salutes were then fired by tbe 
British man of-war Caroline, and tbe Jap- 
anese man-of-war Heijei. 


Tbe Admiral, on landing, went to the 


United States Legation, where he was met 
by a great number of American residents, 
and given a reception. 
An address and 


resolutions were presented, which reviewed 
the circumstances which led to Admiral 
Kimberly's presence at Samoa, and also 
incidents rf the disastrous storm there last 
March. 


The resolutions declare that American 


residents of the Hawaiian Islands recog- 
nize in Admiral Kimberly an officer of the 
American navy who, by stern fidelity to 
dnty, amid awful scenes of hurricane and 
tempest, has shown himself to be a worthy 
Lieutenant of the immortal Farragut. The 
resolutions conclude: 


Besolved, That Americans are Inspired 


by the deeds of heroism of the 16th of 
March at Samoa, enacted by the officers 
and men of the American Navy, both living 
and dead, to a deeper love for oar father- 
land and higher sentiments of devotion to 
God and onr fellowmen." 


AJmiral Kimberly responded in a brief 


tipeeoh to the sentiments expressed in the 
resolutions. 


When the steamer Alamefo left Hono- 


lulu repairs had been almost completed on 
theNipsic, aad that vessel w*i to come off 
the marine railway in a few days. She was 
expected to sail for San Francisco this 
week or next, and the Admiral will make 
her his flagship and return here with her.

Six weeks later she stole a horse from 
Lewis Losley. She was pursued across to 
Oh:o, captured, and was brought back to 
the Putnam county jail. 


Two weeks ago shn made her escape by
